President Wilaon went before Con 
gross laat Monday evening at » '-'< and 
asked Congress to recognize the fact 
that a atnte of war exists. 

President Wilson's appearance l»fore 
Cnngreao was marked by a acene of -.he 
greatest enthusiasm ever shown since 
in- began tha practice of delivering bla 
addresses tn iieraon. Crowd* on the 
outalda s»f tha Capitol cheered blm 
franlloally aa* he anlared and as he left 
Congress eoared cheer after chwr in 
an outburst of patriotic enthusiasm 
liisldcnt Wilaon. aaid In part: 
"I hare called congress Into extraor- 
dinary session becauae there are ser- 
ious, very aerloua. choices of policy to 
he made, and nude Immediately, which 
It waa neither right nor constitutionally 
permlaalt>le that I should aaaiiine the 
responsibility of making. 

Refers To Unrestricted Warfare. 
"On tha third of February laat. I of- 
ili iii II > laid before you the extraordi- 
nary announcement of the Imperial 
• German Government that on and after 
the flra,t day of February It was Its 
purpose to put aalde all restraints of 
law or of humanity and use Its sub- 
marines to sink every vessel Ihst sought 
to approach either the ports of Uiest 
Britain and Ireland or the weatern 
pnon Of Europe or any of the ports 
contn lied by the enemies of Germany 
within tha Mediterranean. That had 
seemed to be the object of the tlerman 
submarine warfare earlier In the war, 
but slnoo April of last year the Imper- 
ial government had somewhat restrain- 
ed the commanders of Ita underaea 
craft In conformity with Its promise 
then given to us that passenger boats 
should not be sunk and that due warn- 
ing would be given to nil others, when 
no resistance was offered or escape at- 
tempted and care taken that their 
crews were given at least a fair chance 
to save their Uvea In open boats. The 
precautions taken were meaner and 
haphasard enough, na waa provided In 
dletresalng Instance after Instance In 
the progress of the cruel and unmanly 
business, but a certain degree of re- 
straint waa observed. 

Practice Wanton Slaughter. 
"The new policy haa awept every re- 
striction aside. Vessels of every kind, 
whatever their flag, their character, 
their cargo, their destination, their er- 
rand, have been ruthlessly sent to the 
bottom without warning, and without 
thought of help or mercv for those on 
board, the vessels of friendly neutrals 
along with those of belligerents. Kven 
hospital ships, and »hlps carrying re- 
lief to the sorely bereave,! and strick- 
en people of Belgium, though the lat- 
ter were provided with anfe conduci 
through the prescribed areas by the 
German government Itself, und were 
distinguished by unmistakable marks of 
(r X Identity have been sunk with tho sami 
JJ reckless lack of compassion or of prln- 
1 clple. 

/ "I waa for a little while unable to be- 
lt/ / lleve that such things would In fact 
be done by any government that had 
hitherto aubsoiibed to the humane 
practices of civilised nations. Interna- 
tional law had Its origin In the at 
tempt to set up tome law, which woiiiti 
be respected and observed upon tne 
aeaa, where no nation hnd right of 
dominance and where lay the fre» high- 
ways of the world. By painful stage 
after stage haa that law been built up 
with meagre enough results. Indeed, nf- 



ull nations. American ships have been 
sunk, American lives taken, In ways 
which It has stirred us very deeply to 
luii n Of, but the ships and people of, 
other neutral and friendly nations have 
been sunk and overwhelmed In the: 
waters In the same wuy. There haa I 
been nn discrimination. The challenge 
Is to all mankind. I... I. nation must 
decide for Itself how it will meet It. ! 
The choice we mnfte for ourselves must 
be made with a numeration of counsel 
and a tempcratciies* of Judgment be- | 
fitting our character and our motives 
.is a nation. We must put excited feel- 
Ink' away. Our motive will not he re- 
venge or the victorious assertion of 
the physical might of the nation, but 
only the vindication of right, of hu- 
man right, of which wo are only a 
single champion. 

"There la one choice we cannot make, 
we are Incapable of making. We will 
not choose the path of submission and 
suffer tho most sacred lights of our 
nstlon snd our people to be Ignored or 
violated. The wrongs against which 
We now array ourselves are .not com- 
mon wrongs; they cut to the very roots 
of human life. 

Urges State Of War. 

"With a profound sense of the solemn 
and eventful character of the step 
which we are taking and the grave re- 
sponsibilities which it Involves, but in 
unhesitating obedience to what I deem 
my constitutional duty. I advise that 
the congress declare the recent course 
of the Imperial German government to 
be In fact nothing leas tl.nu w.ir against 
tho government and people of the Unit- 
ed States; that It formally accepts the 
status of belligerent which has thus 
been thrust upon It and that It lake 
Immediate steps of defense, but also to 



were nowhere consulted by their ruler 
and wars were provoked and waged In 
the Interest of dynasties or of little 
groups of umbltious men who were ac- 
customed to use their fellow men as 
pawns and tools. 

•Helf- governed nations do not fill their 
neighbor states with spies or set the 
course of Intrigue to bring abiut some 
critical posture of affairs which give 
them an opportunity to strike and 
make conquest. Such designs can be 
successfully worked only under cover 
and where no one has the right to osii 
questions. 

It is a distressing and oppressive duty 
gi ntlemcn of the Congress, which I 
have performed In thus addressing you. 
There are, It may be, many months of 
fiery trial and sacrifice ahead of us. It 
Is a feurful thing to lead this great 
peaceful thing Into war. Into the most 
terrible and disastrous of all wars, civ- 
ilisation Itself seeming to be In tho 
balance. But the right is more pre- 
cious than peace, and we shall fight 
for the things which we have always 
carried nearest our heart— for democ- 
racy, for the right of those who sub- 
mit to authority to have a voice In 
their own Governments, for the rlghla 
and liberties of smt.ll nations, for a 
universal dominion of rights by such 
a concert Of free peoples as shall bring 
pence and safety tn all nations and 
make the world Itself at last free. To 
such a task we can dedicate our Uvea 
and our fortunes, everything that we 
are and everything that we have, with 
the pride of those who know that the 
day has come when America Is priv- 
ileged to spend her blood and her might 
for the principles that gave her birth 
and happiness and t!u- peace which she 
has treasured. Clod helping her. alio 
can do no other. 



exert all Its |«>wer and employ all Its 
resources to tiring the govei nment of 
the Germnn empire to terms and end 
the war. 

"What this will Involve Is clear. It 
will Involve the utmost practicable co- 
o|ierai|on In counsel and action with 
the governments now at war with Ger- 
many, and, as Incident to that, the ex- 
tenalon to these governments of the 
most liberal financial credits. In order 
thnt our'resources may. as far as pos- 
sible, be added to theirs. It will Involve 
trie vorganlsa lion and mobilisation of 
the matertal resources of the country 
to supply the materials of war and 
serve the Incidental needs of the na- 
tions In the most abundant, and yet the 
most economical and efficient way pos- 
sible. It will Involve the Immediate 
full equipment of the navy In all re- 
spects, but particularly '.n supplying It 
wlih the best means, of dealing with 
tho enemy's submarines. It will In- 
volve the Immediate addition to the 
armed forces of the United States nl 
ready provided for by law In case of 
war, at least 600,000 men who should. 
I In my opinion, be chosen uponthe prin- 
ciple of universal liability to service, 
and also the authorisation of subse- 
quent additional Increments of equal 
force so soon as they may be needed 
and can be handled In training. 
Must Grant Credits. 
"It will Involve also, of course, the 
granting of adequate rredlts to the gov- 
ernment, sustained, I hope, so far as 
they ran equitably be sustained by the 
present generation, by well conceived 
taxation. I say sustained so far as 
may be equitable taxation, because It 
seems to me that It would be most un- 
wise to base the rredlts which will now 
be necessary entirely upon money bor- 
rowed. It Is our duty, I most respect- 
fully urge, to protect our people so fai- 
ns we may against the very serious 
hardships and evils which would likely 
arise out of the inflation which would 
be produced by vast loans. 

Inform World Of Motives. 
"While we do these things, these 
deeply momentous things, let us be very- 
clear — and make very clear— to all tin- 
world what our motives and our ob- 
jections are. My own thought has not 
been driven from its habitual and nor 
mal course by the unhappy events of 
the last two months, and I do not be 
lleve that the thoughts of the nation 
has been altered or clouded by them 

I have exactly the same things In 
mind now that I had In mind when 
I addressed the Senate on the 22.1 of 
January last; the same that I hid in 
mind when I addressed the COngraa. 
on tho Sd of February and on the '.'fitti 
of February. Our object now. as then, 
Is to vindicate the principles of peace 
and the Justice In the life c.f the world 
as against selfish nnd autocratic now 
er and- to «et up amongst the really free 
ter all. was accomplished that could be anrt gelf-governed peoples of the world 



HERNY GRADY WEBB GIVEN 

SENTENCE OF 25 YEARS, 



Martlnsburg, W. Va., April 3.— Henry 
Grady Webb, charged with having been 
a member of the gang which held up 
and robbed an express train on the 
Baltimore & Ohio railroad near Cen- 
tral Station, W. Va., on October 9. 1915, 
and escaped with $100,000 In unsigned 
currency, pleaded guilty In the United 
States District t'ourt here to-dny. He 
was sentenced to serve twentj -five 
years In the Atlanta penitentiary. Eu- 
gene Dies, also an accomplice in the 
robbery, pleaded guilty and was sen- 
tenced to serve ten years Imprison- 
ment. Webb was arrested In Kansas 
City, where under the name of White, 
he was attending a medical school. 



A Good Roads Organization 



The goo^-oads meeting held Tues- 
day of this week at the court house 
was nttended by a number of citizens 
from various purts of the county who 
are really Interested in this great prob- 
lem. The State official failed to appear, 
and no word was received from the de- 
triment as to why he did not come. 
Mr. Wiley wrote several days ago that 
he had found he could not be here, aa 
previously ugreed, but that he would 
send a man. 

The meeting was organized by elect- 
ing Judge J. B. Clayton temporary 
chairman and Fred M. Vinson secre- 
tary. A permanent organization was 
effected by electing Augustus Snyder 
president and F. M. Vinson secretary. 

Mr. J. F. Hatten presented a plan for 
an organization reaching to each vot- 
ing precinct. This waa amended by 
making the eight magisterial districts 
the units to work directly with the 
president and secretary. Then each 
magisterial district may organize by 
precincts If It so desire. 

A committee consisting of J. H. Mc- 
Clure, S. H. Burton, F. M. Vinson and 
R. C. McCIure was appointed to draft 
the by-laws or organization plan along 
tho lines agreed upon. 

The object of the arganlzation Is to 
get everybody to help on the roads in 
a systematic way and to develop a 
greater public spirit In the work. Thru 
organized effort there should come a 
general disposition to help on roads. 
If each citizen knew that every other 
citizen was ready to do something for 
the roads gratuitously he would gladly 
do his part If everybody would fall 
Into line we could have good dirt roads 
with comparatively sUght effort. Stop- 
Ping mudholes when they start and 
keeping ditches open constitutes the 
chief work to be performed. The coun- 
ty officials can do the rest. 

It is Intended to work In conjunction 
with the county officials. Great good 
will result If the proper community 
spirit Is sho

She became acquaint- 
ed with Mias Peggy Spaulding. of New- 
ton, Mass., and 1 they became fast 
friends. Relatives of Miss BpaUldiOg, 
according to refiorts received here, 
sought to break up the friendship of 
Miss Spaulding and Miss Stanton, nrd 
both girls Became despondent. They 
went to a restaurant ih Portsmouth 
and after eating a hearty meal both 
Miss Stanton and Mias Spaulding com- 
mitted suicide. Telegraphic reports of 
the affair were to the effect that the 
girls killed themselves through a sui- 
cide pact. This waa only a week or so 
ago. For more than a year prior to 
that time Miss Hatfield had not seen 
her former chum, Miss Stanton. Her 
first intelligence of her death was in 
the newspapers, followed by tho notice 
from Judge Malsbury to the effect that 
Miss Hatfield had been bequeathed a 
sum of money. 

Along with the legacy to Miss Hat- 
field, Mlas Stanton bequeathed $10,000 
to another girl friend, Miss Margaret 
Grayson, who lives near Little Rock, 
Ark.

KENTUCKY COAL PROPERTY 

HAS EXCELLENT YEAR. 



Baltimore, Md., Maroh 29.— Nearly 
$2,500,000 was earned by the Elkhorn 

tal Corporation, which Is practically 
controlled by Baltimoreans, and which 
owns thousands of acres of valuable 
coal lands in the Elkhorn Valley of 
Kentucky. 

In view of tho recent reports that 
the United States Steel Corporation 
had made a bid of $40 a share for con- 
trol' of this company, the statement of 
earnings over last year was read with 
keen Interest In local financial circles 
to-day. 

Total earnings of the Elkhorn cor 
poratlon from all sources during the 
twelve months ended December 31 
1916, were $2,457,453.09, while operat 
Ing expense*, taxes. Insurance and 
depreciation totaled $1,347,133.13. Net 
earnings from operations were $1,108 
319.96. 

The management of the Elkhorn Coal 
Corporation Is opening tip twelve mines 
on Its 25,000-acre tract in Kentucky 
and In order to provide adequate rail- 
road facilities for the transportation of 
coal mined from the property the Bal 
tlmore & Ohio railroad is constructing 
a new branch that will tap the mines.

"This minimum of right the German 
government has swept aalde under the 
plea of retaliation and necessity, and 
because It had no weapons which It 
oould uae at sea exoept these, which It 
la Impossible to employ as It Is employ- 
ing them without throwing to the winds 
of acruplea of humanity or of respect 
for the understandings that were sup- 
posed to underlie the Intercourse of the 
world. 

"I am not now thinking of the loss of 
property Involved, Immense and ser- 
ious aa that Is, but only of the wanton 
and wholesale destruction of the Uvea 
of noncombatants. men, women nnd 
children, engaged In pursuits which 
have always, even In the darkest per- 
iods of modern history been deemed 
Innocent and legitimate. Property can 
be paid for; tho Uvea of peaceful and 
Innocent people cannot bo. 

Warfare Against Mankind. 

"The present submarine warfare 
against mankind. It la a war against 



such a concert of purpose nnd of ac- 
tion as will henceforth Insure the ob- 
servance of thoso principles. 

Neutrality It no longer feasible or 
desirable where the pence of the world 
Is Involved and the freedom of Its peo- 
ples, nnd the menace to that peace and 
freedom lies In the existence of auto- 
cratic governments backed by organ- 
ized force which Is controlled wholly 
by their will, not by the will of their 
people. We have seen the last of neu- 
trality In such circumstances. 
, We are at the beginning of an age In 
whloh It will be Insisted thnt the same 
stnndnrds of conduct and of respon- 
sibility for wrong done shall ho ob- 
served among nations and their gov- 
ernments that are observed nmong the 
Individual cltliens of civilized States. 

"We have no quarrel with the Ger- 
man people. We havo no feeling to- 
wards them but one of sympathy and 
friendship. It waa not upon their im- 
pulse that their government acted In 
entering this war. It waa not with 
their previous knowledge or approval 
"It waa a war determined upon aa 
wars used to be determined upon In 
the old, unhappy day* wheti peoples

President Wilson s address to Con- 
gress Monday Is pronounced one of the 
greatest State papers ever uttered. He 
was driven to the task and performed 
It reluctantly, but rose majestically to 
the occasion when It could no longer 
be avoided. 



In every crisis in the United States 
there has been a bunch of pacifists. 
The patriots of the Revolution had to 
contend with them. Every President 
at the head of the nation In war timet, 
baa been condemned and harassed by 
the same kind of a crowd that is now 
howling for this country to bow to the 
world's most terrible tyrant — the Kaiser 
of Germany. 

The Revolutionary war could have 
been avoided simply by submitting; to 
England's oppression. The wars of 
1812 and of 1845 could have been avoid 
ed by the course now advocated by the 
pacifists of the United States. The war 
of 1860-E could have been avoided If 
President Lincoln had refused to fight 
The Spanish-American war was Inex- 
cnsnhle from the standpoint of the 
pacifists. And now, they say, we should 
submit to the Kaiser's outrages and re 
fuse to defend the rights and lives of 
our citizens. Neither President Lin- 
coln. lYesident McKinley nor President 
Wilson over sought war. On the other 
band they stood for peace to the limit 
of national endurance and self respoi I 

War is the most terrible of all hu- 
man experiences, hut It has been dem- 
onstrated by all history to be inevit- 
able. Germany's despotic ruler determ- 
ined to drive the United States Into this 
war because he believes there are 
enoucli of his own subjects and traitors 
of their blood in thl* country to give 
us an internal war. Then he hopes to 
Set Mexico an* Japan to Join him and 
Slve us very serious trouble. 

If Mexico should form an alliance 
with Qermany In this crisis the United 
States should not permit the war to 
end until she has crushed and conouer- 
eri Mexico and annexed the territory 
Not because wo need or want the ter- 
ritory, but to avoid future trouble. This 
should have been done when our army 
marched into Mexico City In the 40s. 
If peace can not be maintained by the 
patience and forbearance exerted by 
President Wilson the case is absolutely 
hopeless.

Suspected Men Csms In Automobiles

To destroy the Kanawha and Mich- 
igan Railway Bridge over the Ohio 
ri ver at Point Pleasant, tho Norfolk 
and ...Tlern Bridge al Kenova. and 
the C. and O. Bridge over the (luyan 
river at Guyandotte, Is reported to be 
the plot of men suspected of being 
agents of the German government who 
have been In and around Charleston 
for the past day or two. These thr»e 
rallwnys are the ones over which roal 
going to the Middle West Is carried out 
of West Virgins, and the coal supply 
to many of the manufacturers won' I 
be shut off If these were destroyed. 

The finding of a "shootbox" used 
In exploding dynamite and high ex- 
plosives In the vicinity of Point Pleas- 
ant created quite a disturbance (hfr» 
Tuesday evening. The box contnlned 
an electric switch, a number of elec- 
tric wires, and It was supposed that 
these nrtlcles were brought there for 
the purpose of destroying the K. & M. 
bridge, since It was found not to be 
the property of any of the section crew 
operating there. 

The railway bridge at Point Pleas- 
ant Is being petroled by a company of 
the national guard of Ohio numbering 
approximately 60, and yesterday Gov- 
ernor Cox ordered. Company E, of 
the Third Ohio regiment, to be sta- 
tioned there In addition to those al- 
ready on the spot. These companies 
are camped at Kanauga. 

For some tlms tho government has 
had guards stationed at the Norfolk 
and Western bridge at Kenova. 

Men suspected of being German
